Randall Sell, UNO manager of student 
accounts, was selected Tuesday as the new 
director of the Financial Aid Office. 

He will assume the post on Oct. 5, said 
Don Skeahan, assistant vice chancellor of 
educational and student services, who se- 
lected Sell from about 52 applicants. 

Sell replaces Phil Shreves, who resigned 
in May toassume a similar position at Central 
Missouri State University at Warrensburg. 

Among its duties, the Financial Aid Of- 


fice processes various types of loans and 
grants for students. 


* Skeahan said he selected Sell, who has 


been manager of student accounts for about 
five years, because of his familiarity with 
UNO's financial aid operations. 

“He's very familiar with our student in- 
formation systems and the Perkins Loans, 
which are a particular type of student loan,” 
Skeahan said. 

“He simply understands our operation 
from amanagement’s point of view. What's 
more, Ms. Sell has excellent managerial and 


people skills,” 

Sell will oversee a department with six 
professional personnel and nine clerical per- 
sonnel. He fills a position that has been 
without a permanent director during one of 
the busiest periods of the year for that office, 
Skeahan said. 

Skeahan and Sheri Croghan, associate 
director of the Financial Aid Office, have 
been the interim directors since Shreves’ 
resignation. 

“It’s been hectic,” Skenhan said. “The 
Financial Aid Office is a little different than

A new director for the American Multicultural Seudents

Fa acts about ‘Republican 


platform inaccurate 

DearEdito: 

Te is unfortunate that J. Huelskamp’s letter 
(Gateway, Sept. 18) committed the very errors 
she accuses Stephen McIntyre of making. 
Mcintyre was far more accurate in his depic- 
tonoefthe long-term, Republican Party leader- 
ship position regarding abortion than Ms. 
Huclskamp. I asked myself why she would 
want to print such inaccurate information and 
my only conclusion was that she was terribly 
uninformed on the subject. 

For the record, when we speak of the Re- 
publican Party position regarding abortion, we 
can rely on both the party platform and the 
statements of President Bush and Vice Presi- 
dent Quayle. 

The party platform i in 1992, for the first 
time, called for a constitutional amendment 
banning abortion — even in cases of rape and 
incest. So much for Ms. Huelskamp's claim 
that they support such exceptions. 

Itis ohe thing to say that such exceptions are 
allowable under present law — that in no way 
micans that the Republican Party supposis the 
idea, Under the abortion ban sought by the 
GOP, abortions are allowed only when the life 
orbealthofthemotheris threatened. Thiswoutd 
not include instances where the chitd would be 
born deformed or with a terminal iliness. 

More informed readers will also recall that 
in 1988, Bush favoredexceptionsinthecaseof 
rape and incest, while Quayle did not. Appar- 
ently, Bush continues to move away from his 
pro-choicedecisionof 1980, tothe point where 
he does not even approve of these two excep- 
tions anymore. I guess courting religious right 
is morse important to him in 1992 than it was in 
1988. . 

Finally, remember that earlier this year 
Bush made statements to the effect that, if his 
daughter had decided to obtain an abortion, he 
would reluctantly but fully support her deci- 
sion. That is great news solong as the daughter 
would still have the choice. If the Republican 

Party was tosuccecd in its long-stated position 
of passing a constitutional amendment to ban 
abortions, tien both Bush and Quayle would 
havenoncedtoapproveofherdecision, unless 
she decided to have an illegal abortion. 

Many objectionscanbemadeinresponseto 
Melntyre’s examples and arguments. Never- 
theless, your outright distortion of what are 
conunonly known facts does little to further 


debate or enhance votcr decision making, As 


the Democrats say, talk about the real record, 
Tuclskamp.

Had the British essayist Joseph Addison 
beenativetoday, he mayhaveadded “politics” 
tohis well-known statement: “Hypocrisy itself 
does great honor, or rather justice, to religion, 
and tacitly acknowledges it to be an omament 
to human nature.” 

These days, he would have been more than 
right, noting the busybodies using politics to 
appease their religion. Of late, though, one 
political movement or rather one blatent hy- 
pocrisy, that calls itself “pro-life” has been 
pushed back a step. 

The Sth U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
New Orleans declared Tucsday Louisiana's 
1991 anti-abortion law unconstitutional, but 
not without a dissention from ene of its own 
members — Judge Emilio M. Garza. | 

“Because the decision to permit or pro- 
setibe abortion is a political cholce, f wauld 
allow the people of the state of Louisiana to 
Gecide this issue for themselves,” Garza em- 
phasized, Some of you may remember Garza 
from last year as one of several candidates 
chosen to replace the retired Thurgood 
Marshall, Thisslotwaseventually filled bythe 
techno-lynched Clarence Thomas, Apparently, 
Garzais still sore for being passed over by our 
pro-family president. 

MNowever, Garza finally conceded that the 
Supreme Court, no matter how “wrong” they 
may havebeenin theirJune 29 abortionculing, 
isstill tehighest authority ininterpreting law. 
So doing, be foined his fellow justices and 
threw out the latest attempt at controlling 
women’s lives, 
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Student apathy is still very much alive at UNO. 

Wilh every election, about onc or two thousand students out 
of 17,000 decide who will cepresent the student body fora year.

Whatisit, youask? The bill, white banning 
most abortions and criminalizing the physi- 
cians who perform them, holds that women 
who have the abortions are exempt from pros- 
ecution. That is, if a woman were to have an 
abortion (hus “killing” the life within lier), she 
wouldnotbeheldliableforheractions, Rather, 
the doctor who performs the deed is the guilty 
party. ; 
Toputitinanother way, tohavean abortion 
in the pro-lifer’s point of view is murder. Not 
mutilation, not assault, but murder, Anyone 
committingamurderis guiityofacrimeagainst 
humanity and should be properly punished. 

That is, ifa person were to goout and take 
another’s life away, they should receive fair 
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But dhen again, itis just as casy to sit back and be cynical. 


1elpful to 


judgement and quick justice. It shouldn't mat- 
ter who the criminal is; all of them should be 
held accountable. 

Also, any accomplice in themurder should 
be held and tried for the same crime. They 
were there, they didn’t try to stop the killing. 
In fact, they took an active pare in the action. 
Like the one who performed the atrocity, 
accomplices should be shut behind bars or 
WOTse, 

Soifabortionts murder, abillrestricting the 
procedure should reflect that. Anyone taking 
part in the abortion. should be held liable, 
whether it’s a doctor, a nurse or the woman 
getting the operation. Does the Louisiana anti- 
abortion bill state this? 

No, ofcourse not. The bill wouldhave been 
beaten before it ever reached the floor for 
debate, 

What the bill dees, however, is make get. 
ting an abortion more unsafe than ever, The 
measurerestricts doctors from performingabor- 
tions but docs not hold back the woman from 
giving onc toherself. The law makes it illegal 
for adoctor to perform a safe abortion. On the 
other hand, a woman who wants to take atisk 
and do the abortion on herself can — legally, 

For now the pro-life movement has been 
slowed, but don’t think for a moment that 
they're ready to quit fighting or that the mca- 
sure they helped to pass in Louisiana is dead. 
Nevertheless, ido wishmembers of this group 
would gct off their high mountain and stop 
tying to prove thir virtue to their Godand the

Since the smash of “Everything About You,” the Ugly Kids 
have kept steamsolling along. Now they’ ve unfeashed their first 
full CD upon the masses. 

“Everything About You” is included along with a slightly 
different version of “Madman.” Then there’s the current single, 
“Neighbor,” that is a parody of American suburban life.
